A report came down that the 
rebels bad retreated Soutlward ; but 
jet that communication with the 
for was, sill eat of, and that a 
courier carrying the Peking mail was 
killed by them, shows that they cannot 
have moved fat. ‘Tholarm excited by 
thoir first appearance seems, however, 
to havo boon allayed; and though 
troops continue to pour southwards, no 
apprehension is entertained for the safe- 
ty of the capital. A greater dangorexists 
that the insurection may gain ground, 
in districts that have been drained of 
troops to protect Peking. The Gover- 
nors of the neighbouring provinces 
have marched overy available man to 
tho scone of action, and as Honan and 
Shense aronosts of rebels, it is not un 
likely that authority may be disturbed 
Shere, on so favourable an oconso 
‘Lichungrebang alone o 10 mange 
nates in tho Nor of China bas dis 
obeyed the call to his sovereign’s aid, 
aud to those who havo followed this 
smandarin’s career. the fnct wil be fll 
of siguificance. Rightly or wrongly, he 
han fang boen credited with an ansbiGion 
that all the honours Imperial favor has 
showored upon him, fail to satisfy, In 
close alliance with Tsen-kwo-fan, he 
has long held predominant power; and 
fon ono remarkable occasion openly de- 
clined obodionce to an ordor which 
would havo tonded to weaken their 
joint position, Wo alludo to his rofu- 
‘sal to givo up tho soals of his viceroyalty 
to otlier than Tson-kwo-fan ; the latter 
it will bo romombered, simaltanconsly 
declining to vontare himself in tho ea- 
pital, when ordered to tako his post at 
the Board of War. Now, another 
attempt is boing made to destroy the 
power of thoso two formidable subjects,

tho rosult may be, itis impossible to 
say. ‘Timo will show whother ho is on 
tho point of attompting to realiso the 
ambitious dosigns attributed to him, 
or whothor ho moroly clings to a posi- 
tion which is tho safely both of him- 
self and Teon-kwo-ftb, who sharos with 
him tho dislike and distrust of 
Dowagor Empress. One thing only 
cortain, In spite of all tho Imporial 
thundets and remonstrances, Li is still 
in tho provinco of Shantung; and the 
Goyornmont is gravely alarmed at his 
attitude. 


Summary of Dews. 


‘Tho cold weathor is lasting singularly 
Jong this your. Sinco few warm daysabout 
six wooks ago, which seemod to.forebode 
‘an carly summor, northerly winds. havo 
steadily prevailed. On the “lst howover, 
tho sun crossed tho oqustor,, and'wo may 
‘expect an early change in tho monsoon. 
Symptoms of chango are already showin 




















themselves, On Friday, a warm southerly 
‘wind was blowing; and in the, even 
violent thunderstorm occurred, with vivid 
forkod lightning. Considerable excitement 
was created smong tho Chineso on account 
of tho now yamén in tho Maloo being 
struck by it, “Various surmises were afloat 
as to the reason; Fung-Shuey, of course, 
being chiely blamed for the mishap. 
About 3 am. however, tho wind choppod 
suddenly round to the North-mest, and 
low a heavy gale from that quarter; and, 
‘asa strange contrast to tho violent thun- 
Aerstorm experionced on Friday, we may 
mention that the Kiangte, on hor return 
from Ningpo during Tuesday night, on. 
countered mow and sleet. 

‘The new fiag of the North-German Con- 
federation was formally hoisted on the 
22nd instant. ‘Tho caremony should have 
taken place on tho Ist April; but was ant 
cipated, as tho 22nd March is the King of 
Prusia’s birthday. At 8 at, therefore, 
tho“ Vineta”” and the German merchant 
ships in harbour hoisted their respocti 
flags. At OAc, a salate of 21 guns was 
fired from the former vestel, to inaugu- 
rato-the new tricolor; and at noon afure 
thor salute of 21 guns was fred in honour 
of His Majesty. 

‘Wo hear of the presence of pirates rather 
uncomfortably clos to Shanghai, After 
‘tho White Adder haa been gotoff and come 
up to Shanghai, a boat was sent down to 
recover some anchors which had been left 
in the bed of tho river at the Spit, Three 
Chinese boats, however, were already on 
tho spot, who fired at and drove her 
back at ler best speod. After long delay, 
tho Master has at length bogged that 
Court of enquiry may bo hold to ong 
into tho cause of the White Adder groul- 
ing.

Ho says 
past, tho Rovonuo Commissioners and 
Military Commandants have boon urging 
this ; tho pencil has boon worn bare with 
writing and tho lips sore with speaking, 
butno attention has boon paid and vory 
fow have, as yet, buried their dead. We 
hhavo,out of our own stipend, interred in tho 
neighbourhood of Shanghai, more than 6000 
of those who havo no relatives or whoae 
relatives cannot afford tho cost of burial. 
‘Thoso too possessing tho means havo, by 
our onlers, intorred their dona. Still in 
many places, tho unburied coffins aro so 
‘many, as to be almost piled on each other, 
‘and now that tho spring has come, the foul 
‘exhalations from theso will bo groat; s0 our 
‘orders for immediate interment must bo 
enforced, in order to avoid the out-break of 
‘a postilonce. For tho burial of tho poor 
wo have alroady givon funds, andnov issue 
this for tho information of the natives and 
those from other parts, that all unburied 
coffins belonging to them must bo interred 
dolore the Spring Snerifces (12th of tho 
Srd Moon, or April 4th). Neglecting this

work them. Ho bas had many difi- 
culties to encounter from the local of 
cials, and many impediments have been 
throwa in his way; but he has taken 
the matter up with such vigour, and 
pressod it eo earnestly, that his efforts 
now stand in fair way to be crowned 
with auocons.

It 
affects thom politically nnd economi- 
cally; and is frenght with important 
consequences for their fature history 
From the economical point of view, 
thero ean bo no doubt of the vast ad 
intages that would result to tho Cl 
note poople from the working of the 
mines throughout the country. To 
fan impoverished and starving popa- 
lation, there can be no moro ready 
‘oF remunorative sonreo of industry. 
Coal, Iron, Silver, Lead and s hundred 
other minorals, aro riches which Provi- 
denco has placed within easy reach; 
and it neods only a little enorgy and 
vigorous action, to make them avail- 
ile for tho ante of the starving 
millions that aro now a source of 
weakness and of danger to the Empire. 
Did the country possess any trao 
triots amongst its ralors,—men who feel 
‘an intorost in tho people and to whom 
thoir weal and woo are beyond all other 
considerations, —sach a stato of things 
fas went present see, conld not continue 
to oxist. for aday. ' Thero is not, por- 
haps, in my civilised country in the 
world, moro misory and moro destita~ 
tion than now oxists in the northorn 
provinces of China; and yet there is 
scarcely any country wo could namo, 
that is more blossed by God with the 
natural gifts of a fertile soil and un- 
Vounded ‘mineral rosources. Of tho 
former, tho masses aro too poor and too 

















to avail thomsclves ns they otherwise 
might; while of tholatter, which would 
afford imeaediate and remanorative em- 
ployment for hundreds of thousands, 
thore is nothing to provent the people 
aruiling thomeelron, except the jgnos- 
ant and selfish policy of tho rulers. 
It is vory questionable, howover, who- 
thor any’ Government possess the right 
to restrict tho industry of its peoplo 
and thus take bread out of their mouths, 
Providence hns placed the means of 
ssubsistonco in tho enrth, for tho poople’s 
‘use and benofit, ‘They aro thoirs by 
indestructible rights; and wo cannot 
seo how any Govornment can bo onti- 
tled ta say to its sabjects—* you havo 
‘boon driven to dostitution and misory, 
tho ordinary means of livelihood aro 
taken ont of your hands; bat you 
starve and dio boforo wo will 
you to work the min 
wor may bo the opinions of the Chi 
0 on this subject, thero can only 
bo ono viow. of it’ taken by For 
eignors; and that is thatit would 
‘bo criminal to encournge, in fuct wrong 
to permit any government, thus to ig- 
nore tho daty it owes to’ its pooplo 
when wo eau 80 oasily provent its doing 
50. 

Politically, there ean bono moreshort- 
sighted policy pursned by tho Govern- 
mont, than that of not opening up tho 
mines throughout tho country.

With 
railways and telegraphs, the caso is 
different ; thre may no doubt be many 
inpodiments which. stand in the wa 
of working theso Intier; bat wo can 
cover tione of suificient momont to 
terfere with mining operations. 
Chinese say that they aro afraid the 
esence of foreigners in tho inland 
tricts would lead to riots and other 
isturbances ; but nothing can be ensior 
than to limit their number iu each dis 
trict to threo or four, and thus provent 
tho slightest chance of troublo. A Chief | 
Engineor and two or threo assistants 
to suporintend the works, aro all that 
would be needed at any mine; and 
from sach a small body not the least 
jossible danger need be apprehended. 
Mien the Ciao requio the services 
of foreigners to drill their troops or 
manufacture munitions of war, we 
never bear this ory of dangor from 
their presence, althoagh they livoin the 
midst of tarbalent and unraly troops. 
Itis only when tho quostion of mi 
‘or railways is introduced, that, th 
bugbear is raised. But th 
tion is ensy—in ono onso th 
of tho mandarins is at stake, in the 
other tho interests of the people. For 
the former, any sacrifice can 
but as for the people, who cares for 
thom ? God help thom—their Govern- 
ment wont.

Sinco the time when 
Dr. Pearson instructed a numbor of 
Chivamen nt Canton in tho art of ino- 
culntion, it has beon very widely diffa- 
ed over China, and bas met with ready 
ince ; alihough on two occasions 
ull pox nd almost disappeared, 
the natural indifforonco of the Chinese 
to things not affecting their presont 
wolfaro, caused tho vaccine matter to 
bo lost, and it had to be introduced 
again from Luzon. 

‘Bron in tho interests of foreigners, 
thore is ovory reason for oncournging 
tho vaccination of tho Chineso by 
whom wo aro sarroandod. If the 
prevalonco of this discaso is lessened 
amongst the natives, there is n dangor 
tho less for fozviguors. Besides, there 
is n secondary advantage to be derived 
from the authoritative recommondation 
ofa foreign discovery. Tt is an opon 
confession to the Chinese poople that 
all thoir classical scholars, ancient and 
inodern, havo boon unequal to the task 
of discovering this proventive of small- 

x. Ibis an avowal of woaknoss and 
inadequacy, whoro it had boon formerly 
believed there was strongth and tho 

completo cnpability. It is singu- 
Ins, however, that whilo tho Chinese 
officials have always eatofully guarded 
against boing supposed to bo indebted 
to foroign idoas, many of their modical 
practitioners have appealod to their 
countrymen for patronage, on the 
ground of thoir boing acquainted with 
the forvign system of medicine. Tho 
‘Trotai now nppeals to his subjects to 

homaelves of a foreign discovery, 
with his porsonal ganrantoo that it will 
bo porfectly effectunl. We hopo it will
